The last complete victory of the 


Democrats in Ohio was 17 years ago 
when James E. Campbell in 1889 was 
elected governor and Brice succeeded 
Payne in the senate. The result was 
then due to the lack of harmony. 


In four other "off years" of the past 


51 state elections the honors were 
divided. 


In 1867 Hayes, Republican,' was 


elected governor over Thurman, Dem- 
ocrat, but the Democrats carried the 
legislature and made Thurman United 
States senator. The Republicans then 
lost the legislature because of a pro- 
posed amendment to strike the word 
"white" out of the constitution. That 
issue involved the right of negro suff- 
rage. 


In 1873, William" Allen, Democrat, 


was elected governor, but the rest 
of the Republican ticket was elected. 
The "fiat" money craze, started in 
that year, also resulted in the Demo- 
crats carrying tha legislature and re- 
electing Thurman as senator. 


In 1892 the Democrats elected only 


one of the 
23 presidential electors. ] 


Then followed an uninterrupted pe- 
riod of fourteen years of Republican 
rule and prosperity until 1905, when 
the Democrats elected the head of 
their state ticket and tied one branch 
of the legislature. 
The 
conditions 


that have confronted- the party the 
past year are familiar to you all. All 
realize that they are not normal 


The people of Ohio do not trust the 


Democratic 
party and never have 


trusted it. Never since the Republi- 
can party came into power here the 
people of Ohio entrusted the Demo- 
cratic party with any continuance of 
power. 
No Democratic governor or 


any other state officer in Ohio ever 
received the popular endorsement of 
a second term since the formation of 
the Republican party. The grand old 
party has not always met the fullest 
expectations of all the Republicans, 
hut when the spells of disaffection re- 
sulted in Democratic success, the peo- 
ple invariably 
got enough of the 


change with one term. 


On the other hand, the Republicans 


have been entrusted with power for 
decades and 
longer in succession. 


From the election of Campbell in 1889 
to the election of Pattison in 1905, 
there was a continuous period of six- 
teen years and then the change was 
due to abnormal 
conditions that 


might possibly have been prevented. 
With all seeking to do right and sac- 
rificing personal preferences for party 
principles, there can be no material 
differences- It is now up to this coa-

began between the United StatQf and 
Spain. The long military occupation 
of Cuba by tVe United States troops 
afforded an opportunity to army offi- 
cers to become familiar with the is- 
land and probably no portion of the 
earth is better known to the military 
authorities of the United States than 
the island of Cuba. 


It is stated officially that it is the 


purpose of the administration to pro- 
ceed with great deliberation in deal- 
ing with the Cuban question, and it 
was said on the highest authority that 
there will be no intervention by the 
United States unless the rebellion as- 
sumes the proportions of a general 
conflagration. It is further 
stated 


there has been no application for in- 
tervention from any authorized party, 
which statement 
answered an in- 


quiry as to whether any of the foreign 
governments whose citizens are suf- 
fering from depredations of the Cu- 
ban insurgents had called upon the 
United States government to step in 
and preserve the peace. 


Another interesting statement from 


officials was to the effect that careful 
inquiry satisfied the administration 
that none of the American capitalists 
interested In Cuban institutions and 
properties expressed a desire for in- 
tervention by this government under 
the teims of the Platt amendment. 
On the contrary it was stated these 
people advised against such action, 
figuring that it would precipitate the 
destruction of their properties during 
the long guerrilla warfare that might 
be expected to follow the landing of 
United States troops in Cuba. They 
realized lhat if they were paid for the 
property destroyed, many internation- 
al lawyers holding that a government 
is not responsible for losses caused by 
rebels, it might be a matter of ten or 
more years before any adjustment 
could be had, so they prefer peace un- 
der present conditions

THE FIRST RADIUM. 


Its Pr«dactlo« Almost Hade 


ot Cmrlt and Hia 


When Professor Curie was run over 


and killed on a street of Paris not long 
ago the entire world recognized that 
it had lost one of its foremost experi- 
menters. 
Yet it was only six years 


ago that the wonderful element, radi- 
um, which he and his wife discovered, 
passed almost unnoticed among the ex- 
hibits in a Paris exhibition, and a 
stranger, seeking the physicist, found 
him only through the lucky help of a 
street gamin. 


In .the 1900 exhibition in Paris, says 


London Truth, the compilers of the 
catalogue and the jurors entirely over- 
looked the tiny vial containing its 
speck of radium, which the Curies had 
sent. An exhibitor of diamonds, an- 
noyed because its presence spoiled the 
color of his jewels, bad put it out of 
sight. 
An English visitor, however, 


who had read a reference to the dis- 
covery in an obscure journal, hunted 
it up and later set out to find the dis- 
coverers. 


He went to many places, the Mines 


School, the Sorbonne and elsewhere, 
but no one, in any of them could tell 
him anything of the Curies. At last, 
by a strange chance, he ran across a 
gamin who had heard of radium from 
a chum who worked as an attendant 
at the City of Paris industrial labora- 
tory, where Curie then worked. By 
this roundabout information the Eng- 
lishman was brought to 
Professor 


Curie, who was a little amazed, but 
pleasantly so, to find that some one 
was at last interested in what they 
were doing. 


Mme. 
Curie, he said, had herself 


pounded in a mortar with her own 
hands all the pitchblende from which 
the speck of radium had been obtained. 
Pitchblende was cosjly, and she had 
not wasted a grain. She had rained 
her hands in the work. 


They were then spending every pen- 


ny for pitchblende. Mme. Curie had 
given up gloves entirely and was wear- 
ing very old and badly patched cheap 
shoes and old fashioned clothes. The 
professor had on old shoes and a 
threadbare coat— his only coat. Their 
little girl was dressed as cheaply. But 
by their economy and their diligence 
they had enriched humanity incalcu- 
lably by their discoveries in radio ac- 
tivity and their isolation of radium it- 
self. 
! 


An Improved Postal Card. 


Our postal card Is in need of im- 


provement. 
The writing on it is in 


plain view, to be read at leisure by 
any postal employee from the time it 
leaves the sender until it arrives at its 
destination. It is safe to assume that 
this has been the cause of no little j 
trouble and embarrassment. 


During my first stay .in Brazil I 


found that the postal card there in use 
was supplied with a flap or covering of 
dark paper which when gummed down 
completely hid the writing. This flap 
was attached to the back of the card, 
the edge gummed and perforated, the 
insertion of a finger tip being all that 
was required to open it. It served the 
purpose of a letter at half the erpense. 
I fail to see why our government did 
not adopt this style of postal card 
long ago, the additional expense being 
so slight/ as still to leave a handsome 
profit—Chicago News.
